Only Good Men Necessary To 
Capture Lot of Trade, 


United States Consul Makes Interest- 
ing Report on Cotton Goods 
Possibilities in China—Chi- 
nese Are Disposed To 
Buy Our Goods.

Washington, January 6.—(Special.)— 
“What the Chinese field needs and de- 
serves fs a number of good men who 
will push American interests, and push 
them long an@ persistently; it is doubtful 
if American cotton trade here can be 
increased by correspondence. The Amer- 
ican manufdatturers, if they would take 
advantage of the opportunities, must 
come after the business in a business- 
like way.” 

This isethe advice with which George E. 
Anderson, United States consul at Hang- 
chau, concludes interesting report 
upon cotton goods nossibilities in China 
which has just reached ftMe state depart- 
ment. 

“The field for American cotton trade in 
China is unlimited,’’ Mr. Anderson writes. 
“The goods manufactured in the United 
States are needed here; their merit ig 
recognized. The people are disposed to

buy them if they can, and in order to 
Sell them it is only necessary to get 
goods here of such grade that the mass 
of consumers can afford to use them. 
| This is true of all parts of China, so far

Mr. Anderson says a large amount of 
American cotton goods now reaches his 
portion of China, but it is impossible to 
say just how much, since considerable 
quantities come by megns of the grand 
canal systém from the Shanghai houses. 
Much of this is not entered in the cus- 
toms returns of the port, and there is 
no way of determining what portion of 
American manufacture and what of Eng- 
|lish, as the goods reaching the interior 
all bear’ the stamp of the importing 
houses and not of the manufacturers. 
| - The reason there is not a greater por- 
| tion imported by the Hangchau mer- 
‘Chants direct is thus explained: There is 
‘considerable difference in the: duty on 
goods shipped by the likin system, and 
by the foreign customs system, especial- 
ly since merchants who make inland 
shipments by the foreign customs system 
must apply for their drawbacks at 
Shanghai at fhe time of shipment, while 
the certificates are almost a year in 
coming. Mr. Anderson thinks it prob- 
abie that the total annual value of cot- 
ton imports into the port of Hangchau 
is close to $100,000, while the total for 
the consular dts trict is probably four 
times that amount, , 

While naturally there is but little in- 
terest to southern cotton mill men in 
the 
single port or single consular district,

The import rec- 
ords show the following varieties of 
cotton goods which go into that market: 
Shirtings, sheetings, drills, tee cloths,

.comb and ‘huckaback Japanese towels, 
i\Indian and Japanese cotton yarns, and 
cotton thread. “‘The reason other for- 
‘eign goods, especially Japanese towels, 
are used here,’’ Mr. Anderson writes, ‘‘is 
simply their cheapness. The Japanese 
manufacturers appreciate the need of a 
cheap grade of goods for this fleld, and 
have met the demand. There is no reason 
why these goods should not come from 
ithe United States direct if a similar 
grade of goods for a similar price is put 
out.” 


With reference to financia] conditions,, 


he says: “The financial situation in 
(China generally, especially here and at 
Honk Kong and Canton, is dominated 
by British banking interests, and Great 
Britain has almost always a decided 
advantage in exchange. Still, freight 
rates from the western coast of the 
United States are decidedly in favor 
of the American shipper and present 
freight raetes 
from Chicago and westward ought to 
work to the advantage of American man- 
|\ufacturers. Credits in China are about 
the same as in al] the Far East. Old 
established houses have all the time 
they want, with a low rate of interest 
beyond a reasonable time, while houses 
‘that are not established are more strict- 
ly held to early accounting. In general, 
credits in the east are easier than in the 
| western countries. 

| This is one thing American exporters 
/gseem to have difficulty in understanding. 
It applies with equal force to the 
American field. European exporters sell 
on long time, and that is What is ex- 
pected. 

| Speaking further of the needs of the 
|market, Consul Anderson says: 


| “Dyed goods are generally more com- 
}mon here than print goods, although 
the latter are coming into fashion at 
the present time. Blues seem to be the 
most popular shades. Yellow and some 
shades of purple are of special signifi- 
cance, and should pe avoided. Above all, 
cheap grades of goods must be made for 
this market—rough perhaps, but sub- 
stantial and cheap.’’

PRESBYTERIAN HOSPITAL. 


|Report for Year 1904 Shows That 
Success Has Been Very 
Gratitying. : 
The Presbyterian hospital report for the 
year !904 is just out and shows a grati- 
fying condition of affairs at that institu- 
tion, Old debts have been paid off, the 


1905. 

The superintendent's report shows that 
|368 patients were treated in the twelve 
'months. Fifty-one per cent of these pa- 
tients were charity patients and 49 per 
cent pay patients. 

Of the total number of patients treated 
34 per cent were not members of any 
church, 21 per cent were Methodists, 20 
per cent Presbyterians, 15 per cent Bap- 
tists, 4 per cent EpiscopaMans, 2 per cent 
Jews, 2 per cent Lutherans, and the re- 


' netween Congregationalists, Associate 
| Reformed Presbyterians, Catholics, Uni- 
_tarlans, Campbellites and Free Meth- 
| odists. 
' Not only do the patients treated come 
| from all denominations, but they are from 
every southern state, many from north 
and west and some few from abroad. 
The superintendent, Dr. Marion Hull, 
in his report regarding the finances of 
the institution, says: 


‘We are especially pleased with the 
condition of the finances. On January |! 
last we owed on the ‘old debt’ (contracted 
prior to July !, 1903, when we moved in- 
to the present bullding) $1!,52.24, and 
$519.82 for equipping the present, build- 
ing, a total indebtedness of $2,062.06 with 
which to bey, the year. We have paid 
al] of the current expenses this year, 
amountine to $11.080.08. have paid off all 
of the $519.82 and $582.6! of the old 
debt, leaving us owing less than a thou- 
sand dollars of the ‘old debt.’ We have 
met our bills promptly. and have kept 
down the expenses as low as possible tn 
every way.” 

The total running expenses of the hos- 
pital for 1904 was $12,000. Of this amount 
only $3,500 was given by the Presby- 
terian churches toward the support of the 
work. The other $8,500 was paid into the 
treasury by the pay patients. 

In closing his report for the year Dr. 
Hull] says: , 

“As will be seen from the treasurer's 
report, about $3,500 was contributed to- 
wards the expense by § individuals, 
churches and societies, while about $8,500 
'came from fees of pay patients. 

“It will take at least $12,000 to conduct 
the work next year and pay off the ‘old 
debt.’ We can count on at least $8,000 
from hospital fees and the balance, $4,000, 
must come frgm the bounty of God's pev- 
ple. If more than is needed is contributed, 
.it will be expended in enlarging the work 
for those who are totally unable to pay. 
The institution never ought to be self- 
sustaining (without the gifts of the 
church)), and it is in no sense a money 
making scheme for anybody or anything.” 

When the hospital was.started many 
feared it was too big an undertaking to 
run another charity hospital in Atlanta, 

but this report shows that it has been 
almost self-sustaining in the face of the 
fact that 5! per cent of the patients 
treated were charity patients. 

It is planned at an earty date to en- 
large the institution and increase its 
ability for doing good.

Mr. Calvin discussed the proposition of 
the Cotton Growers’ Association to hold 
meetings in each county of the state, 
on January 1/4, at the cail of county 
judges or ordinaries, and take soms4 
action looking to a reduction of cotton 
acreage. He said the idea was a good 
one, but he thought the specific plan 
proposed was impracticable. It is pro- 
posed to furnish each cotton planter of 
both races a blank to sign, in which he 
will pledge himself to reduce his cotton 
acreage 25 per cent this year. The plan 
would involve a tremendous amount of 
clerical labor that could not jn every 
instance be properly looked after by 
county officers in addition to their regu- 
lar work, and hence would not be uni- 
formily effective in Mr. Calvin’s opinion. 

Mr. Calvin’s idea is that the men ap- 
pointed by him on the exccutive com- 
mittee of the National Cotton Growers’ 
Association will voluntarily perform the 
systemntic work In their respective dis- 
tricts, the general pledging. on part of 
farmers of a reduction in their cotton 
ucreage. 

Each County To Send Delegates. 

When asked about the approaching 
convention at New Orleans, Mr. Calvin 
declared that delegates from each county 
in every one of the cotton growing states 
of the south would be intitled to 
seats. The delegates may be one 
or several, and shall tbe chosen from 
those actually engaged in growing cot- 
ton or in lines of business that are di- 
rectly affected by the fluctuations in 
cotton. The attendance at the conven- 
tion will be made up of bankefs and 
business men, cotton mill men and the 
agricultural commisstoners of the various 
southern states, the highest officers of 
all the large farmers’ organizations of 
the south and the men who are directly 
engaged in making the cofton. 


One Fare Rate Offered. 

“As has been previously announced,” 
said Mr. Calvin, ‘‘all the raflroads oper- 
ating in the south have offered through 
the Southern Passenger Association a 
rate of one fare plus 25 cents for round- 
trip passage from every point in the 
south to those attending the convention. 

‘There will be a great @eal of im- 
portant work done through the conven- 
tlon, and exhaustive data will be laid 
before the body as to the best plans. 
ffrst, for enabling the farmers to hold
